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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia during 
the Year 1950. 


The early part of 1950 was particularly dry and during the first four months of the year 
rainfall was below normal in all divisions south of the tropic. Tropical cyclones caused above 
normal falls in the West Kimberley Division during January and February. The dry spell in the 
southern districts was accompanied by unusual heat. Centuries were reported from many southern 
places during March and temperatures of well over 90 degrees were recorded during April. 

The dry period ended during the first week of May, practically a month earlier than the 
arrival of the first rains of 1948 and 1949. The rains were general throughout the agricultural 
districts and by the end of the month many places had received more than the normal May rainfall. 

About the middle of May a storm off the north-west coast brought badly needed rains to the 
De Grey, Fortescue and West Gascoyne Divisions. Some places in these divisions had been 
experiencing drought conditions and generally the falls had been below normal for the previous 
15 months. 

During the remainder of the year most places in the State reported below normal falls. The 
exceptions were in the Kimberleys and in parts of the lower south-west. Most places in the Kim- 
berleys recorded falls in excess of the normal in each of the last four months of the year. 

In the agricultural areas although rainfall was below normal during most of the year it fell 
when needed most and it is estimated that the wheat crop now being harvested would be the 
largest ever handled in bulk and the second largest on record. The estimated harvest is 49 -9 mil- 
lion bushels. 

Reports from the pastoral areas showed a general deterioration of conditions towards the 
end of the year. This applied especially to the districts south of the tropic, these being too far 
south to benefit by the northern rains. 

At the end of the year water supplies were alarmingly low in most areas. Reports from 
the south coastal districts showed the position there to be satisfactory but water was already 
being carted in parts of the northern agricultural districts and the Great Southern. 

Temperatures in Perth were marked by extremes. Up to the commencement of the last week 
-of May the maximum was for the most part above normal. In February on one day 107 -2 degrees 
was recorded and this was the highest reading for ten years. The average maximum for March, 
1950, was 85-2 degrees which was equal to the normal average for February. The century was 
exceeded twice during March, while during April the highest temperature was 96-6 degrees. 
During the last week of May, Perth experienced its coldest day for nearly two years, the maximum 
reaching only 55-5 degrees. In June, July and August some low temperatures were recorded. 
The lowest minimum was 36-4 degrees and this was the lowest temperature recorded in Perth 
for four years. 

The first four months of the year were the driest on record in Perth. No rain fell during 
March. However, falls were above normal in May and June. The total for the year was 3,227 
points which was approximately 24 inches below normal. Further details of each month’s weather 
are given below :— 


January.—A low pressure trough extended almost permanently from the tropics through 
the southern divisions and maintained uniformly high temperatures south of the tropic. Towards 
the end of the month a tropical cyclone caused general rains in the North and West Kimberleys. 


February.—The above normal temperatures persisted during most of February in the southern 
‘divisions and severe bush-fires broke out in the jarrah forests. Thunderstorm activity was 
responsible for scattered moderate to heavy rain in the tropics. 


March.—This month was also remarkable for consistently high temperatures in all divisions. 
‘Thus on only one day at Winning Pool and two days at Marble Bar was the maximum temperature 
below the century. In the southern divisions the prolonged summer maintained the fire hazards 
-at an unusually high level. In the south-west of the State widespread bush and grass fires occurred 
and many pasture areas were burnt out. In some areas these fires were more severe than any pre- 
viously experienced. On several days the smoke and haze from the fires reduced visibility to such 
an extent as to constitute a menace to shipping and aircraft. The month was unusually dry, all 
divisions receiving less rain than usual and many places not recording any. The North Kimberley, 
East Kimberley and Eucla Divisions each received approximately half of the normal for March 
but all other divisions reported less than 10 per cent. of the normal. 


April.—The summer conditions persisted into April, temperatures being generally above 
normal in all divisions. For the third month in succession rainfall was below normal at all places 
in the State and most places were completely rainless. 


May.—tThe season broke in parts of the lower south-west during the first few days of the 
month and by the end of the first week widespread rains were reported fairly generally in the 
southern divisions. Falls in the agricultural districts were moderate to heavy. At the end of the 
month only two divisions, the North and East Kimberley, showed below normal falls. 
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June.—The charts in this month showed the typical winter characteristics. A series of 
southern depressions moved across the south coast. These disturbances caused frequent and 
general rains in the southern divisions. However, most of the depressions were not very intense 
and the monthly totals were well below normal. Winds reached gale force off the south and 
south-west coasts on several occasions and towards the end of the month gale conditions extended 
as far north as Geraldton. Unseasonal rains fell in parts of the tropics during the month. A 
depression off the north-west coast caused moderate to heavy rain in the West Kimberley, De Grey 
and Fortescue Divisions and at the end of the month these were the only divisions where the 
monthly normals were exceeded. During the month snow was reported from the Stirling Ranges. 


July.—Anti-cyclonic conditions persisted over the southern divisions for the greater portion 
of the month. The southern depressions off the south and lower south-west coasts were frequent 
but not very intense. The South Coastal and Fortescue Divisions recorded a little more than the 
normal July rainfall, but all other divisions received below normal falls. The high pressure 
systems, apart from causing fine weather in the southern districts, were responsible for some very 
low temperatures. Conditions were often ideal for outgoing radiation at night. Frosts were 
frequent and on three successive days temperatures at freezing level were reported as far north as 
Nullagine. 


August.—Light rain fell near the south coast during the first three weeks of the month but 
the agricultural districts were unusually dry. However, in the last nine days of the month wide- 
spread and moderate to heavy rains fell in the wheat-belt, the falls being heaviest in the northern 
agricultural areas which up to this time had been very dry. Only light scattered falls were recorded 
in the tropics and northern sub-tropics during the month. Storm warnings were issued on 17 
days for areas off the west, south-west and south coasts. 


September.—During the first two weeks of the month a series of depressions moved across 
the south-west coast. At the end of the second week an intense disturbance brought widespread 
moderate and some heavy falls in the southern districts. On one day Esperance reported 455 points. 
In the agricultural areas falls for the month were approximately equal to the normal. In the 
North and East Kimberleys, falls were very much above normal but elsewhere in the State only 
light scattered rain was recorded. 


October.—During the first week of the month the weather charts showed typical winter 
characteristics and light to moderate rain fell throughout the south-west division. During the 
remainder of the month there was a definite swing towards summer conditions as the high pressure 
belt moved further south. Some heavy falls of rain were reported from the Kimberleys and each 
of these divisions recorded more than the October normal. During the first half of the month 
temperatures in the southern divisions were generally below normal but later when the anti- 
cyclonic belt moved south temperatures rose sharply. 


November.—The daily charts for this month showed a greater tendency towards winter 
conditions than did those of October. The weather in the southern districts was controlled by 
a series of typical winter type depressions and several places reported showers on ten consecutive 
days. The rain was confined mainly to coastal districts and was only light and scattered in the 
wheat-belt. The central and south coastal districts received considerably more than the November 
normal. The tropical depression was active over the Kimberleys for most of the month and stations 
in these divisions also recorded above normal rains. The rains did not extend to the De Grey or 
Fortescue Divisions and in these areas and also in the northern sub-tropics, the month was unusually 
dry. Temperatures were consistently below normal in the southern districts. On each of the first 
18 days of the month the maximum temperature in Perth was below normal. 


December.—The winter-type of chart carried on into December as the high pressure cells fol- 
lowed each other regularly across the southern districts of the State. The northern low pressure 
system invaded the sub-tropics on four separate occasions bringing with it short spells of summer 
conditions. Apart from these periods, each of about two days duration, temperatures in the 
west and south coastal districts were generally below normal. Rainfall was above normal in the 
Kimberleys and also in the south coastal districts. Elsewhere falls were below normal. In 
the De Grey and Fortescue and also in the pastoral areas south of the tropic the rainfall was 
negligible. Most of the rain in the Kimberleys was caused by a tropical depression which moved 
from the Northern Territory across the northern divisions of the State. No very high winds 
occurred with this depression and no damage was reported in its wake.
